2. Claim 12 is objected to because of the following 
informalities: In claim 12 line 1, delete "The router" and 

insert A router because no router have been previously 

recited in claim 1; further the words "a measuring probe" seem 
to refer back to the "measuring probe" recited in claim 1 line 
1. If this is true, it is suggested changing "a measuring 

probe" to the measuring probe . Appropriate correction is 

required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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Claim 20—23 line 1 recite the method of claim 1; however no 
method have been recited in claim 1; further claims 20 and 21 
seems to be duplicates of claim 8 and 9, respectively. It is 
not clear whether the dependency of claims 20 and 23 are typos 
and should be changed to depend from claim 15. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 25-29 are allowed. 

5. Claims 1-2 and 5-24 would be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
